St. Paul's organized trash plan faces 
organized neighborhood opposition 


Petition with 5,800 signatures submitted, another is in the works

The city of St. Paul has almost 
finished rolling out 73,000 new 
trash carts, but organized residen- 
tial trash collection — which is 
scheduled to begin Monday — may 
be facing its greatest challenge yet. 

After more than 14 months of 
contract negotiations and a year of 
preparation, Minnesota’s capital 
city is staring down the possibility 
that organized trash collection 
could come to a halt in late October 
or late November, just a few weeks 


after its expected launch. 

Residents opposed to St. Paul’s 
contract with a consortium of pri- 
vate haulers on Thursday submit- 
ted the first of two petitions, this 
one with more than 5,800 signa- 
tures, to the Ramsey County Elec- 
tions office on Plato Boulevard. 

The petition, calling for a public 
referendum, seeks to block one of 
the key city ordinances that autho- 
rized the new citywide residential 
trash hauling system that is sched- 
uled to go into effect Monday for 
homes of one-to-four units. 


office has 20 days to determine 
whether at least 4,932 of the signa- 
tures belong to registered St. Paul 
voters. If that threshold is met, the 
petition would be submitted to the 
St. Paul City Council and then the 
city attorney’s office. 

Assuming it passes legal review, 
a public referendum question 
would be placed on the ballot of the 
next general election — currently 
scheduled for November 2019 — 
asking voters whether to support 
or repeal Ordinance 18-40. The 


Woman tearfully admits 
guilt in fatal 2016 crash

Rachel Kayl was driving about 80 
mph when her SUV smashed into 
a vehicle carrying three teens to 
school on a dark December morn- 
ing now almost two years ago, kill- 
ing two of them. 

Bridget Giere and Samantha 
Carlson, both 16, died in the crash. 
A third student, Samantha Red- 
den, who was driving them to 
Mounds View High School in her 
Chevrolet Equinox that morning,
